fact that the uncertainty of our titles and 
the pendency of the Seigniorage act have 
depreciated the value of many stocks, nnd 
almost entirely suspended investments in 
them A vote against the Constitution wall 
certainly le regarded by capitalists as a 
willful neglect on our part to put forth the 
necessary effort to take care of our inter 
est, aud thus ıt will destroy the confidence 
they have placed in us Besides this, it 
would, by the endorsement of the Seignior- 
age act, estop us fiom making ofhcient ef- 
forts in other directions, to accomplish this 
vitaly important end. We confidently bos 
lieve that by a full delegation in Congress 


to co-operate with those from California and 


Nevada that not only our present titles may 
be confirmed to us, but that inducements to 
prospecters and miners may be secured 
from Congress: which will put new hfe into 
mining interest, and fill our mountains with 
a teeming population, backed by an abun- 
dance of capital for the development and 
improvement of the co intry 

We also believe that if the people vote 
down the Constitution 1t will still further 
destroy confidence in the security of m- 
vestinents ın our mines, and toa great ex- 
tent ruin our prospects and destroy out 
prosperity We conceive it possible for s 
State delegation in Congress, backed by 
resolutions of a State Legislature to so in- 
form members of Congress in regard to m- 
ning interests, that they will see these facts 
which are so plain to us, but so httle unde 
stood by them
